Theſe 
were comparatively few, if ſet againſt the 
many, who either inveterately laboured to 
prevent or indolently forbore to put forwards 
the Deliverance: Tho' it be true, that Num- 
bers do not always inſure Victory, nor well 
concerted Meaſures certainly fix Succeſs; and 


therefore favourable Conjunctures are valued 


more by the wiſeſt Men than any other direct 
Aſſiſtance, and ſuch even ſeem to beſpeak attempt 
from the cooleſt Tempers, when preſented to 
them: Yet there was nothing of this ſort that 
promiſed well or gave any tolerable Encou- 
ragement in the Caſe before us; Foreign Powers 


from afar cou'd ſee enough to Laugh at any 


wild ſuppoſals of it; and our Domeſtick Ma- 
ters knew very well, that Craft and Vio- 


lence had made ee eee Inacceſſible: 


In this diſmal and deſponding State, whatever 
Heart was willing or Hand ready to begin, 
Gop was he (and only he cou'd do it) who, 
by a Secret, yet effectual train of flender Cir- 
cumſtances, unpromiſing to the Human Eye, 
opened a Door of Hope and diſpos'd the happy 
General to act his Part in a Work, wherein 
at firſt he was an undeſigning, and all along 
confeſſed himſelf a very unequal Inſtrument :

3 WHAT was thus ſtrangely brought about, 


_ eminently conſulted the Honour of Gop's Ha- 
ly Name as well as the Ends of Government 
and the Proſperity of the People: Since the 
ſmalleſt Accidents which affe& Individuals, are 
under Gop's Eye, how natural is it thence 
to affirm that great Events, which reach whole 
Nations, are directed by him? And we ſeem 
to argue with the ſame ſecurity again, from 
ſuch Manifeſtations of his Care over us Men, 
that he is equally jealous of his own Glory;

And this is never done in 
ſo gracious a Manner and with ſuch an affe&#- 
ing. Influence, as when they appear in the 
Maintenance of true Religion, and to ſup- 


port the Ends of a juſt: Goverament, the

Now it wou'd give too htc Aang 
to the Wicked and Prophane, who are not 
diſpoſed to believe the reality of Gop's Con- 
cern about things here below, or to appre- 
hend any ill Conſequences from his Vengeance, 
if they were finally to prevail againſt any 
Righteous Cauſe, which he muft approve, 
tho' they be permitted ſometimes to afflict the 
Defenders of it, whom he may think fit to 
Puniſh : Whenever then the Cauſe of true 
Religion and of a juſt Government, that has 
ſuffered by cruel and impious Hands is ꝛcon- 
derfully raiſed ' from the Duft, and made to 
flouriſh again with Beauty and Increaſe, Gop 
is to be acknowledged eminently acting for his 
Name ſake as well as mercifuly on our behalf. 


How true and l are the Preten-

How Juſt and Generous are the Ends of that 
Gt we obey, where the Authority of 
the Prince is reaſonably limited, that it may do 
the greater good,; and the ſubmiſſion of the Peo- 
ple is efeFualy ſecured by Laws which their 
own Conſent and Intereſts make ſacred and bind- 
ing to them. Yet, the one fell a ſacrifice to 
feigned or miſtaken Zeal; the other was caſt off, 

as an Offence, to gratify fearful apprehenſions or 
lewd Deſigns: Perhaps, both had been indiſ- 
creetly managed in ſome Points, and may not be 
altogether excuſed by the kindeſt Apologies; cer- 
tainly, both were not ſo dutifully complied with 
as they deſerv'd to be, and this the moſt partial 
Pens have been obliged to confeſs. Therefore 
'Gob thought fit to let them fall, becauſe of Sin; 
and raiſed them up again for his ozenGlory: With 
what Triumph and Magnificence did This ſhine 
abroad, if it be the Glory of our Gop, to ap- 
pear wonderful in Counſel, excellent in Working, 
- juſt in all His Ways, and cauſi ing the Wrath of 
Man to praiſe Hims Yes, when Almighty 
Gop had proved our Church and State in the 
Furnace, He return'd them whole and brighter 
from the Fire; by that extraordinary Teſt : He 
has pronounced them to be good, by miraculouſly 
clothing thoſe dry Bones with Fleſh again, He has +

4. WHAT was thus wonderfull wrought, did 
feenally diſappoint all endeavours for a while, in 
order to give the Nation advantageouſly at laſt 
more than they cou'd either Wiſh or Contrive for 
themſelves : Many Schemes had been drawn and 
many Inſurrections made by honeſt impatient 
Men for the ſervice of the Crown, all ſtill were 
defeated and overcome; for GoD was reſolved to 
do the work Himſelf, and in ſuch a way as ſhou'd , 
exceed our deſires to expect, no leſs than our me- 
rits to deſerve. Had any foreign Power brought 

Him back, the King might have been a Conqueror 
indeed, but not a Father of his People; nor had 
they been received as returning Prodigals with a 
Kiſs, but chaſtized rather as ob/tinare Rebels 

with a Rod of Iron At home, had loyal Arms 
prevail'd, they might have made Him Abſolute 
and turned the Bleſſing into a Curſe; had any 
Treaties nicely provided for the Time to come, 
the Caution might have ſerved as a Curb, which 


the Prince wou'd have ſtrove at any rate to lay 
alide, and as an Handle which the Diſaffected 

would have uſed upon any light pretence to kin- 
dle freſh Contentions: But, He was Chearfully 
invited _ 


* 
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invited, and without reſerve, that the Obligation 
might ſet cloſer upon his Mind, and He have it 
in his Pozwer to expreſs due reſentments of ſuch a 
Confidence: All was ſettled upon the old Foot, 
for none had yet been found like unto it, but in 
ſome Parts caſt a- new, and that confeſſedly for 
the Better; no occaſions left for Jealouſies and 
Fears, nor any Appetite one would think, after 
ſuch Experience, for Arbitrary Sway: The King 
and People might have been Great and Happy 
too, had they kept their firſt Love and not de- 
parted from their beſt Reſolves; if ever they 
were taught to luſt for things not Conventent, 
to aim at more than the Law allowed to either 
of them, we know, from whoſe Cabinet the 
Inſtructions came, and what Enemies ſowed 
Tares in the Field, which they ſtill labour to 
overſpread with the mixed Seed of Slavery and

_ Havins thus enquired, by what Cha- 
raters the wonderful Work which we upon 
this Day commemorate, may be perceived to 
have been wrought of our GoD, it will be 
neceſſary and becoming to conſider, what In- 
fluence the ſolemn Remembrance of ſo great a 
Mercy ought to have upon us. 


HAD 
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HaD this Mercy been cfined only to 
their uſe, who felt tlie preſent Aſſiſtance of it, 
we might indeed have read the Memorial of 
Gop's Work with Pleaſure. and Aſtoniſhment, 
bat it cou'd not have occaſioned any - Reflexions 
of Foy nor given us Reaſon to break out into 
Thankſoiving for it; no, that ſprightly Pal- 
ſion riſes from a quick ſenſe of our own Hap- 
pineſs, and that Duty muſt relate to Benefits 
we immediately receive, or whoſe Conſequences 
are communicated to us. 


Now, the Refloration came not, like a ſud- 

den haſty Flood, only to make the Earth 
laugh and rejoice for à while; but rather, as 
a living Stream, it has gently flowed down 
fruitful with a thouſand Bleſlings to our Time;

ceptation with thoſe of a ſound Mind, bearing 
tenderly with the Weak, and well ſpoken of 


even amongſt them, at leaſt the moſt Con- 
ſcientious of them, who ſee or ſeem to ſee 


any ſmaller defects in it; 


JI 0o the pregnant and ſalutary Conſequences 
of this happy and auſpicious Day, upon which 
a Nation was born at once, and Go D appear- 


ed pouring down the choiceſt Treaſures of 
„ D e 
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his Love around us, as we owe theſe noble 
Diſtinctions, ſo the remembrance muſt be count- 
ed ever dear, and the Almighty Author of 
it ſhou'd be always greatly praiſed by us: 
And, if we rightly uſe what is paſt, we moſt 
effeQually anſwer the kind intent, with which 
Gop wrought this wonderful Work for us; 
nor can we make a return more - pleaſing to 
him than by viſtbly increaſing with this Increaſe 
of Gop : Monumental Repreſentations may 
gratefully ecord the Truth, and publick So- 
ſemnities ſhall hand ſomely tranſmit the Fame 
of this Mercy to future Ages; but ſurely the
